About this time he sent for his cousin, Pas- 
quale, then a boy ef 16.

Paul Lafargue and Wife, 
Take Lives in Paris. 


MAN SOCIALIST LEADER.

PARIS, Nov. 26.—A sensation was created 
among the Socialists here today by the an- 
nouncement that Paul Lafargue and his wife, 
Leura, who was a daughter of Karl Marx. 
committed suicide today at Dreveil, where 


they lived. 


Lafargue was originally a Cuban. He was 


68 years old. He was a noted Socialist 


writer and polemist. He was for a long 


time secretary of the French labor party. 
He had also been a deputy from the Nord. 
He took part in the congress of the Unified 


Socialists in Paris on Nov. 1 and at that 


time there was no apparent reason for his 
tragic end. 


Lafargue Feared Old Age. 

The couple possessed a comicriable for- 
tune and no reason ig known for their act 
beyond what wag contained in a letter which 
Lefargue left for his nephew. in which he 
said that he felt age coming on end had 
resolved to die, 3 

Death was caused by the injection of cyan- 
hydric acid. It is supposed that Lafargue 


told his wife of his intention and that she 


did not care te survive him and took her 
life, 


‘Suicide of Another Daughten 
Eleanor Marx, another daughter of Kari 
Marz, committed suicide in England in 1808, 
when Edward B. Aveling, whom she had es- 
pected to marry, abandoned her. Aveling, a 
noted Irish-English Socialist, had left his 
wife in 1886, and, accompanied by Hleaner 

Marz, made a tour ef the United States. 
Mise Marx was an effective public speaker 


as well as an attractive woman, and the 


couple received à good deal of attention in the 
United States, Wieaner Marx traveling as 
Mrs. Aveling. After their return to England 
they continued te live together. 
Aveling's wife died and in 1806 he married 
again. When Miss Marx heard of his mar- 
riage she committed suicide. It was said that 
Aveling had procured poison for her and there 
was to be an investigation of her death, which, 
however, did not take place, ap Aveling him- 
gelf died of natural causes on Aug. 4, 1698.

The report was prepared by Henry Harrison 
Lewis. In order to get the widest poxzsible 
expression of opinion, Mr. Lewis sent letters 
to 20,000 business men, and 19,000 replies were 
received. 

It lg of interest to note,” the report saya, 
„that fully 90 per cent ot the opinions e- 
pressed demand a cessation of politicai agi- 
tation. The belief that our industrial ills ave 
the result of political agitation is widespreaa, 
and there is no question that our business 
men are detert.ined to remove the disturbing 
element.”

Roosevelt desires to be a candidate for the 
Presidency next year.

The" progressive Republican leaders also 
were loath to disouss the incident for pub- 
Hoa tion, but they did not conceal their satis- 
faction. From their viewpoint Senator 
Crane's action is the first fndication of a 
break up among the regular Republican lead- 
ers who are being relied on to effect the nom- 
mation of President Taft. 

Senator Penroge of Pensylvania and Sen- 
ator Crane are recognized as the big 
dosses of the national Republican organi- 
zation. Both are members of the national 
committee and dominate its machinery. They 
will select the place to hold the national con- 
vention and lay out the program the com- 
mittee will follow until the nomination is 
made. Their power is such that they are able 
to put through the committee any measure 
they see fit to indorse. 

Have Been Watching for Break. 

The progressive Republican leaders have 
been watching for a break in the ranks of 
the Taft leaders. A United States senator 
from a state west of the Mississippi, who is 
one of the most conservative of the progres- 
sives, made this statement to THe TRIsUNE 
| correspondent less than six weeks ago: 

There is no question, of the unpopularity 
of President Taft with the people. However, 
it looks as if he would be renominated by the 
regular organization. But if Penrose and 
Crane decide that it is unwise to nominate a 
candidate who cannot be elected Taft will be 
thrown aside and a more available nominee 
ge lected.“ 

The realization of the situation portrayed 
in that interview is what has stirred up so 
much excitement with the circulation of the 
story of the Crane letter. All the politicians 
are wondering whether a break in the Taft 
support is at hand. 

On Dec. 12 the national committee will meet, 
and Senator Crane will be on hand to direct 
affairs in conjunction with Penrose. The 
Massachusetts.senator is now the dictator of 
Republican politics in his own state. He 
almost succeeded in beating Gov. Foss for 
re-election. His failure was laid to the un- 
popularity of the Taft administration tariff 
policy in Massachusetts.

BOMBARD NANKING 


Revolutionaries Swarm Hills 
Eager to Capture Manchus’ 
Southern Stronghold. 


LOYALISTS LOSE HEAVILY 


Sortie of the Besieged Driven 
Back; City Invested from 
River and Land Sides. 


NANKING, Nov. 27, 1 4. m.—After more 
than half a century of silence the hills over- 
looking the walled city of Nanking, the an- 
clent capital of China, swarm tonight with 
rebellious forces, eager fer its occupation 
and determined to overthrow the last strong- 
hold of the Manchus eouth of the Yangtee. 

From the Tiger Hill fort for several hours 
Sunday morning big guns spoke repeatedly, 
While farther up along the northeastern 
range, from the top of Purple mountain, over- 
looking the Ming Tombs for a fifteen mile 
semi-circle westward to the Yangtse, smaller 
forts scattered shelie into every section of 
the city. Gen. Wong, second in command 
of the defenders, is among those killed. 


Imperial Sortie Fails. 

During the earlier part of the day the 
imperialists attempted a sortie against the 
attacking forces with a view to recaptur- 
ing their positions and guns, but were driven 
back inside the walls with considerable 
losses. The Tiger Hill batteries, meanwhile, 
were pounding shells into Lion hill. They 
sudceeded tm silencing the Manchu batter- 
les there, which, it is suspected, were of lit- 
tle value. 

The object of the first seizure of Tiger 
hill was shown by the early appearance of 
four rebel cruisers and, later in the day, of 
ether warehipa. In the evening a dozen 
torpedo boat destroyers and cruisers were 


| lying menacingly near the city. Doubtless 


they will quickly reduce the lower sections 
and drive the defenders to the south. 
The Viceroy of Nanking and Tartar gen- 
eral, in fear of Gen. Chang, the imperialist 
commender, have teken refuge in the Jap- 
anege consulate, in which only the consul 
remains. He is the sole official represen- 
tative of foreign interests now in Nanking. 
The consulate is well guarded by marines. 


May Not Rush City. 
Sunday’s attack can only be considered 
a slight foretaste of bigger things to fol- 
low, because the main body of the revolu- 
tionists is steadily investing every side and 
bringing the big guns into position on every 
eminence.

The crowds grew into moba, traffic was in- 
terfered with, and the thing became a public 
nuisance. The governor ordered the women 
to cease treating patiente at the hotel, This 
angered the people last night and they en- 
tered a protest. 

When this did not have the desired effect the 
crowd mobbed the Parlament building and 
the residences of the ministers. The gen- 
darmes finally dispersed the mob and the 
governor then ordered the police to kidnap 
the women. Thie was done at 4 o’clock Sun- 
day morning when they were removed quietly 
from the hotel wherethey had been staying. 


Great Massmeeting Held. 

The news of the kidnaping of the women 
became known Sunday afternoon and a great 
massmeeting of protest was held on Rocio 
square. The people became greatly excited 
and there were shouts of Down with the 
government.” 

As the troops charged on the mob, they 
were received with volleys of stones and some 
shots. The cavalrymen used their swords 
freely and many persons were cut while 
others were trampled under the horses’ feet.

Thousands of grocers are being corrupted 
by the progts of selling oleomargarine for 
butter and the ease with which the tax law 
is evaded, according to Royal E. Cabell, 
commissioner of internal revenue in his re- 
port, made public today. The most wide- 
read fraud and the easiest to commit by 
athe grocers is effected by a juggling of tax 
‘labeled tubs m which oleomargarine origi- 
“pally was legitimately packed. 

Although much progress has been made in 
stamping out the evasion of the law by the 
1 ig manufacturers and the professional : 

nshinere of oleo, the revenue bureau de- 
clares that the law, taken as a whole, is un- 
enforceable. The commissioner believes the 
evil would be remedied if the tax of one- 
fourth of a cent a pound on uncolored and 10 
cents on artificially colared oleo were sup- 
planted by a straight tax of 2 cents a pound 
and sale required in erase sealed = 
like cigars.

BAR ASSOCIATION INVITES 
BARNES; CLELAND PIQUED. 


Contestant for Place on Bench Ignored 
in Planning Reception Tonight to 
Judges Elect. 


Although his commission is being withheld 
by Gov. Deneen, pending outcome of a contest 
by McKenzie Cleland, Albert C. Barnes is 
recognized by officers of the Chicago Bar as- 
sociation as one of the ten judges-elect of the 
Superior court.

TO ENTER MANY STATES. 


Exhibits of Products to Be Car- 
ried Along as Arguments 
for Cause.

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 26.—[Specia!.]—St. 
Paul began its transformation into the tem- 
porary capital of nine northwestern states 
today, when the governors of the states rep- 
resented in the Western Development asao- , 
clation began to gather. 

Tomorrow evening they will start out to 
tell the citizens of twenty-one eastern cities 
what the west has to offer.

Governors in the Party. 

Govs. West of Oregon, Hawley of Idaho, 
and Vessey of South Dakota hdve joined 
Gov. Eberhart of Minnesota. Tomorrow 
morning Govs. Hay of Washington, Burke of 
North Dakota, Shafroth of Colorado, and 
Norris of Montana will arrive, and Gov. 
Carey of Wyoming is expected to meet the 
party in Chicago. There are also former 
governors and other state officials, business 
men, and railroad men who will add their

le the parent or parents to proper- 

child, and thereupon it shall be 

the county board through ite county 


The terme of the law are not mandatory 
and it may be administered, and undoubted- 
ly will be administered, by the Juvenile 
court with discretion and due regard for 
the resources of the county. The law does 
not contemplate permanent pensions, but 
merely relief during periods of need, and its 
purpose is plain—namely, to obviate the 
necessity of separating families and to leave 
children under the care of their natura! 
guardians when these are fit. 

This is the aim of enlightened, organized 
charity, and it should be the policy of public 


agencies like the county, whose prime ob- 


ject fs social. protection and betterment. 
Motlers and children should not be sepa- 
rated if it ean be avoided without detriment 
to the latter. 

Furthermore, the law is a Measure of 
economy. Judge Pinckney has pointed out 
that it will materially reduce the expense 
now incurred in the care of dependent chil- 
dren. The county pays out about $75,000 
‘annually to institutions for the care of chil- 
dren. It could well afford to qpend more, 
but whatever the sum it will go farther m 
the homes and be better spent in many 
eases if spent there. 

‘The county agent cannòt be blamed as 
@ layman for some anxiety. The notion 
that the law provides a pension proper has 
gone abroad and wil] result in a rush to the 
county for-aid. But it is an adjunct to the 
general work of the Juvenile court and must

The. inkerent danger in the situation 
should be recognized and Agent Meyer has 
done well to sound warning.

STOVES. 

TOVES havé some advantages and - 

some disadvantages as compared 

with open-fire heating. They are 

less cheery, and 1. suppose that 

everybody will agree that some- 
thing ig lost there. A bright, glowing fire 
has stimulated many a bright fancy and 
cheered many a drooping spirit. 

Stoves do not stimulate room ventila- 
tion as much as open fires do. On the 
other hand, they have certain advan- 
tages. Being placed, as they usually are, 
toward the center of the room, they heat 
much more efficiently than do open fires, 
They are much less wasteful of heat, par- 
ticularly when the stovepipe is used to 
heat other rooms or other portions of the 
same room, 

They do not heat the outside walls and 
the floors as well as do proper steam and 
hot water heating apparatus, but they 
heat them better than open fireplaces do. 
the fire in a stove is located inside the 
room, they make for ventilation more than 
does bot water, hot air, and steam *heat- 
ing. If the air is let in the room the fires 
burn better, and thus in an indirect way, 
properly managed, stove heating helps 
ventilation. 


~ — 

If, however, the cold air is unpleasant 
to somebody and the air intakes are 
closed, stove heated rooms speedjly be- 
come nuisances beyond compare. 

There is another objection to stove heat- 
ing, which is of consequence enough to 
require some emphasis. It has been 
found that when iron gets red hot the 
combustion gas is in part changed from 
the slightly harmful] carbonic acid to the 
very harmful carbon monoxide. This is 
partly the cause of the burnt odor of 
some bad air. 

Therefore when stove heating is em- 
ployed the stove should not be allowed to 
get red hot unless the windows are opened 
wide enough ‘to permit the poisonous gas 
easily to escape to the outside. Who of 
us has forgotten the red hot stove, the 
burnt odor, the feeling of drowsiness, the 
soon toming headache? 

For rooms occupied by a moderate num- 
ber of persons stoves are fairly well 
adapted, even as far north as Minnesota. 
The one room school probably will have 
to stick to stoves. 

Can they be installed so as to make 
them more satisfactory than they now 
are? Yes. 

As at present run they cannot heat the 
outside walls, they cannot heat the in- 
coming air, and they overheat the near by 
air. This is more of a load than they can 
carry. 


— 
The remedy is to conduct at least one- 
half of the ventilation air through ducts 
under the floor and to discharge it into 
the room under and around the stove; to 
take in some fresh air through the win- 
dows; to let out the foul air at the win- 
dows; to use the windows on the wind 
side of the building for an accessory air 
intake and the windows on the lee side of 
the room for air outlets. Thus will the dis- 
advantage of stove heating be overcome. 
The stove will not overhéat. ‘The tem- 
perature of the air next the walls will be 
increased, wall chill will be lessened, the 
air for, ventilation will be warmer and 
more tolerable. 
If the dir is freshened by opening the 
windows periodically, small schools, small 


halls, railroad stations, farmhouses, and 
small homes in towns and cities can be 
ventilated by stoves without discomfort 
and harm as far north as Canada.

BAD HOUSING CONDITIONS. 

Miss J. I. F. thinks Chicago housing condi- 
tions should be receiving more attention than 
they are at present. She says that, looking 
north from West Chicago avenue, near the 
terminus of the street car line, fifty newly 
erected cottages can de seen. They are set 
along the front une of the lot. They are but 
two or three stortes high, but they have not 


been so erected as to get as much light and alr | 
as they should have. One remedy suggested 


by her is that the houses alternate with re- 
spect to their positions on -the lot; that one 
house be set in front of the lot and the next 


on the back. 
REPLY. 

There ie mo question that neglected housing 
constitutes one of the great wastes of the day. We 
are drifting into congestion and bad housing sit- 
uations which are going to prove almost impos- 
sibly expensive when we come to remedy them. 
They are costing vast sums now in the way of 
inefficient labor and consumption and other dis- 
eases, but we are drifting along toward worse con- 
ditions. Nor is it limited to large cities. Lake

MUDDY WATER. 

J. M. wants to know why the tap water is so 
muddy just now. Is this a frequent condi- 
tion, and what can be done about it?

The Chicago intakes are located in water which 
is twehty to thirty feet deép. Frequently the 
Lake Michigan wave action extends deeper than 
that. 
to cut the lake bottom near the cribs, the mud 
and sand may not settle out before the wind 
hiows the muddy water to thecrib.

Italy's ultimatum inaugurating her war 
with Turkey was presented to Hakki Pasha, 
the Ottoman grand vizier, while the latter 
was engaged in a game of bridge at the 
house of a foreign friend, at about 1 o'clock 
in the morning. Hakki, who is a bridge 
whist fiend, saw it was a letter from the 
Italian embassy, but laid it by his side un- 
opened, without paying any attention there- 
to, not dreaming matters had reached such 
a stage as to demand immediate action on 
his part. 

It was not until a quarter of an hour later 
that one of the women of the bridge party, 
who happened to be an Italian, and who had 
an inkling of the state of affairs, remarked, 
jokingly: 

Had not you better open that? 
be an ultimatum! ” 

Laughingly the premier opened it. His face 
blanched. He jumped upand, without taking 
any time to excuse himself, rushed off to 
the palace to inform the sultan that the fat 
was in the fire. 

In the case of the Japanese war with Rus, 
sia in 1904 the respective ultimatums were 
not delivered until after the war had ac- 
tually begun, and after the Japanese night 
attack on Port Arthur had taken place. 

Volumes, indeed, could be written on the 
subject of ultimatums, and of the oddities, 
the comédies, the dramas, and even the 
tragedies connected with their presentation. 
One of the most peculiar that occurs to my 
memory at the present moment is that pre- 
sented to the last sovereign elector of Hesse 
by the Prussian general, Henry von Roeder, 
whose favorite daugiMer had been jilted by 
the elector’s son at his father’s instance. 
When the elector failed to comply with the 
demands contained in the ultimatum the 
general was commissioned by the Prussian 
government to seize him and to place him 
under the arrest which was the beginning of 
his captivity.

Sir Richard had 
nine sons, One of whom. became archbishop 
of Cashel. “Sir” Edmund Cox, the claim- 
ant. urged his rights to the baronetcy as the 
nearest heir male of William Cox, the eighth 
son of the first baronet.

The claimant had no documentary evidence 
proving thf descent; nething but mere fam- 
ity tradition. 
all the descendants in the male line direct 
of the seven elder sons of the first baronet, 
and all of whose rights would enjoy priority 
to his own, had become extinct. All that he 
was able to put forward was the fact that the 
title had been borne for twenty-one years 
by his father, the Rev. George Cox, assistant 
master at Cheltenham colicge, and a reader 
of the London publishing house of Longman 
& Co., until his death, in 1002, when the 

vbaronetey was assumed by his son, Edmund, 
at that time an inépector of police in Bom- 
bay. The only official ee we which 
“Sir’’ Edmund was able to produce of his 
pretentions was the fact that he had drawn 
his pay until his retirement last year, and 
since then his pension, under the name of Sir 
Edmund Cox.

Ohicago, Nov. 22.—[To the Friend of the 
People.j—For the last three years on the 
east side of South Fortieth avenue between 
Colorado and Harrison street there has ex- 
isted two openings in the sidewalk with 
steps leading to the basement of the build- 
ing adjoining.

Calls Negro Key to Progress. 


“As long as the negro race remains neglect- 
ed and ignorant in the United States, just so 
long will the civilization;of this country be 
impeded,” said Dr. Hollis B. Frissell, president 
of the Hampton institute, Virginia, Jast night. 
He was addressing the Chicago Sunday Even- 
ing club at Orchestra hall on Racial Codper- 
ation.” . i 

“ Wherever the negro changes for hetter or 
worse the white race changes. As long as the 
biack race is down the white race will be held 
back. 

“The answer to the negto problem in this 
ecuntry.is racial codéperation. When the races 
are taught to help one another there will be 
no problem. 

We aim to teach the negroes to be of serv- 
ice to themselves, to their country, and to the 
white race. Since the founding of the Hamp- 
ton institute there have been between 7,0v0 
and 8,000 negroes graduated and sent out from 
the school. In each case, wherever they have 
gone, they have been leaders {n the work of co- 
operation of the races.” 

Maj. R. R. Moton, a graduate of and an in- 
structor in the Hampton institute, whose haat 
father was kidnaped on the west coast of Afri- 
ca and sold at auction in Richmond, Ve., in the 
early part of the last century, made an ad- 
dress in which he told of the work of educating 
southern negroes.

A Slice of Bacon. 


ACON has been picturesquely, if pitifully, 
connected with hard times. That famous 
dish “potato and point” was potatoes 
on the table and a flitch of bacon hang- 
ing high, at which the eaters of the pota- 


‘toes pointed: - Few of us have come to that 


point, even in these days of high prices. 

Met bacon, among other things—too many 
other things—is very high, though some people, 
perhaps yourself, think you must have it for 
breakfast. If you are going out into the coid 
t do hard work you do, otherwise not. In the 
morning you do not need food for tired muscles, 
gut something energy making, starchy things 
like oatmeal, etc. 

Bacon is especially high if you buy only from 
the highest priced cuts, and only 10 cents worth 
at.a time. 

Have you tried brisket bacon, or some of the 
cther inexpensive pieces? To be sure you then 
have to buy the whole piece, and you cannot get 
nice, long slices from it, but it is exactly as 
good for a great many purposes, and it is not 
pad for others. - 

Since you can get over two pounds of this 
meat for 2) cents and not a single pound of 
the highest grade bacon for that amount of 
money, you ought to congratulate vourself on 
such a piece of good fortune, if bacon is a ne- 
cessity in your family. You would better do the 
slicing yourself for the butcher will not take 
the pains to cut it in the nia: thin slices he 
makes with the more expensive sorts. 


~~ 

A slice of bacon over fish, and even over 
turkey often adds a great deal to their flavor 
and richness, as it does to roast veal. 

The really chief or characteristic thing in a 
club sandwich is a short slice of bacon. You 
may use it with remnants of the feast day tur- 
key or chicken, a slice of pickle or two, a little 
lettuce, and some left over salad dressing for 
this purpose. 

A slice of bacon fried and cut up into little 
hits and scattered over a green salad is very 
good with a French dressing. And the econ 
fat may be. substituted for oil in a dressing 
for wilted lettuce or for a salad of wax beans, 
or even for one of German celery. root. 

A slice of bacon toasted and eaten with just 
plain bread and butter gives a hearty element 
% an otherwise light luncheon. 

A slice of bacop around a cold potato, in 
imitation of pigs “in blankets of oysters and 
bacon, can be fried in either frying pan or 
chafing dish, and be very good. 

First and last there are dozens and dozens 
of uses for our slice of bacon, to say nothing 
of its use with eggs alone, which has not beén 
tnentioned here. 


+ 
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Escalloped Potatoes with Onions. — Bake four 
rotatoes and slice them thin. Butter a baking 
dish well. Put in a layer of potatoes with 
salt, pepper, and flour, then a slice of bacon cut 
in dice, and onion cut in the same way. Put in 
another layer of potato, and so continue, finish- 
ing with bacon on top. Sprinkle well with 
eracker crumbs, put three or four bits ot biut- 
ter on top, pour milk or milk and water, or even 
water, over all to nearly cover. Bake in mod- 
erate oven. 

Beef Roll.—Cut a thin ‘slice of round steak 
in four strips. Lay on table and place on each 
a slice of bacon. Add salt and pepper, and 
if liked, a sprinkling of sweet herbs. Roll each 
strip and tie to hold it rolled. Heat a little 
butter in ‘a frying pan until it begins to brown, 
and fry the rolls in it until they are of a nice 
brown color. Add three-fourths of a glass of 
water, cover and cook slow ar | 
half. When done there should be about à third 
of a glass of gravy. Pour this over the rolls

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Macmillen Typical 


of American Music.

RANCIS MACMILLEN made his last 

/public appearance before returning 

to Europe for a three years tour, yes- 

terday afternoon in the Studebaker 

theater. The size of the audience, 
which was sufficiently numerous to fiil every 
seat in the auditorium, and the enthusiasm 
with which the young violinist was received 
are proof of his popularity with our public, 
and his playing suggests certain reasons for 
this fortunate circumstance which it may 
be interesting to analyze. 

In both its excellencies and its shortcom- 
ings it is belleved that Macmillen's art ac- 
complishes a complete definition of Ameri- 
can life, temperament, and ideais, as they 
find musical manifestation. As its most 
sallent attribute it reveals a splendid me- 
chanical equipment responding to the ner- 
vously intense impulses of a nature par- 


ticularly sensitive to sensuous tonal beauty 


and sentimental expretsiveness. It shows 
further a keen but simple delight in the 
slighter and less significant inflections of 
feeling as they attain melodic utterance. 
This nalveté finds a wholesome and unaffect- 
ed pleasure in those ingenious but sponta- 
neous exaggerations of sentimental moments 
that most surely endear Mr. Macmillen to 
his public.

The public that received Mr. Macmiilen's 
interpretation of the Mendelssohn concerto
